Fighters Entex the Ring. 
Johnson entered the ring at 1:16 p. m. 
At 1:11, or 1:40 New York time, John- 
eon made his appearance, being applaud- 
ed" by the Cubans. One minute later he 
crawled through the 
ropes 
gray bathrobe and wearing 
golden smile. 
The negro's 
was to ascertain where 
located. 


Willard entered the ring at 1:20 p. TO. 
Four minutes later proionged 
yelling 
and cheering announced appearance of 
Willard. The crowd went wild over the 
young fight giant, screaming and hand- 
clapping as he

Johnson prepared cooly to defend hi« 
title. 
His only indication of nervous- 
ness was over the exact moment Jack 
Curley and other backers of the fight 
would arrive at his headquarters with 
the $30,000 cash named in the negro's 
contract as signed in Paris. 
This very 
important event was set for 11 o'clock. 


Johnson chatted 
and 
laughed with 
the men about him during his prepani- 
tions for the trip.to the ring as if he 
had not a care in the world. This su- 
preme self-confidence 


is rated as one of 
the champion's best assets, especially 
•gainst a man of nervous temperament. 


Loath to Disclose Plans. 
Williard retired early last night and 
declared this morning he had had a re- 
freshing sleep; He said be was glad the 
day of the fight had arrived as he had 
been training nearly nine weeks, first 
having got 
in condition 
to fight nt 
Juraz, March 6. It was apparent that 
Willard was loath to discuss his plan 
of campaign. He did say, however, that 
he proposed to |!o slow and that he ex- 
pected to taJce a good deal of punish- 
ment during the flrst ten rounds, hop- 
ing to wear . Johnson and get an oppor 
\iuity to land a knockout blow.

This dispatch contains the first inti- 
mation of the loss of the British bat- 
tleship Lord Nelson. Her name has not 
been mentioned in any of the dispatches 
concerning the Dardanelles operations. 
She was 410 feet long, displaced 16,500 
tons and was built in 1906. She was 
armed with four 12-inch a"»®» 
inch and thirteen 3-inch guns and osr- 
ried a complement of 865 men. 


War Office Statement. 


The war office announcement concern- 
ing yesterday's events at the front, giv- 
en out here today, is: 


"The Belgians attempted to concen- 
trate reinforcements in the direction «if 
Drei Grachten, which, ivith the excep- 
tion of houses on the northern side, has 
been in our hands since April 3.

In a clinch he battered the 
negro's body 
with 
rights 
and lefts. 
Johnson 
only 
grinned.. Willard

tinued working for the negro's stomach. 
Jack grinned at the shrieking crowd. 
Nevertheless Johnson was showing the 
effect of the pace. 


Twenty-third Hound. 


Willard rushed into a clinch. 
John- 
son held on until ordered to break 
the refreree. 
The chollenger shot two 
lects to the negro'» face. They clinched 
again and 
wrestled 
about the ring. 
Jess added two more lefts to Jack's face 
and clinched. Up to this point Johnson 
had not struck a blow in the round. 


Twenty-fourth Round. 


The crowd yelled to the fighters in 
the 
ring to fight but 
instead 
they 
clinched. 
Willard laid his weight on 
Johnson at every opportunity in the 
clinches. Johnson pushed Willard back- 
ward in the same manner as he did 
Jeffries at Reno. 
Johnson missed two 
weak swings. 
The crowd howled %vith 
disapproval. 
Willard then smashed the 
negro ith a left to the face at the bell. 
Twenty-Fifth Round. 


Johnson's actions might have indicat- 
ed that he thought he couldn't knock 
Willard out and was trying to get the 
decision on points at the end of he 45 
rounds. 
Willard shook he négro with a 
right to the heart. 
He then clipped 
Johnson on the jaw with a fast left 
and started forcing the pace. 
Johnson 
was conserving every bi of his energy. 
Willard again landed a left to the mouth 
and then repeated it. 
Johnson stepped 
around backwards at the bell and drop- 
ped heavily into his seat. 


WillaM opened with a smash to John- 
son's body. The referee forced them to 
break from a clinch. Willard rushed and 
•lammed a right and left to Johnson's 
body. In a clinch the latter looked over 
his shoulder to his wife's seat. Willard 
smashed Johnson.

Restaurant Man and Two 
Employes. 


New York. April 5.—Otto Zlnn, a rea- 
taurant keeper, and two of his employee, 
a porter and a cook, were killed early to- 
day In ZInn's restaurant, supposedly by 
btirglars. 
Zinn and his wife, who slept 
over the restaurant, were awakened by a 
crash downstairs and the proprietor went 
down to Investigate. 
When he failed to 
return his wife called a policeman who 
found the restaurant keeper and his two 
employes dead in the cellar. 


In the cellar was found also a safe 
which had been moved from a place on 
the iloor above and 
evidently 
thrown 
downstairs. 
It had not been broken open. 
Besides the dead man lay three bloody 
cleavers with which the burglars had bat- 
tered in their victim's heads. 
The police- 
found also a revolver and a set of burglar 
tools. 
There was evidence that the men 
who committed the crime had secreted 
themselves in the cellar after eating a 
meal in the restaurant. At first they had 
tried to cut through the floor under the 
safe but foiled In this attempt by a large 
beam they had gone upstairs after the 
place had closed and rolled the safe into 
the cellar.

had 
heeii surprised and killed when they cam© 
dowri^to get coal. 
The proprietor appar-

Ring of Sturdy Construction. 


The. ring for the historic battle was 
18 feet inside the roPes. The platform 
measured 22 feet. 
It was of sturdy 
construction, boaids strongly braced be- 
neath to withstand the weight of the 
pugilists, Willard probably the largest 
man who ever entered the prize ring for 
a championship light. 


Two hours prior to time at which the 
fight was set the ring was being actively 
completed. 
The heavy hemp ropes were 
wrapped twice with black tire tape, 
tircat care was taken in preparing the 
floor beneath the red canvas covering 
and a score of 
regular red 
blankets 
were placed there as padding. 


Movies There? Certainly. 


From two platforms moving picture 
machines were focussed on the ring. Five 
machines comprised the battery, three 
to be used regularly and two to be held 
in reserve. 


There was great excitement about H 
o'clock when it was discovered no one 
had thought about the bell to be rung 
at the starting and stopping of the 
rounds. 
Two 
messengers 
were 
dis- 
patched on the journey to Havana to 
purchase a gong. 


At 11:30 o'clock one hour before the 
fight was scheduled to start, a total of 
several 
thougand 
people 
had 
arrived 
and found scats, but the more expensive 
locations contained but few spectators. 


First Notables Arrive. 


The first notables to reach the ring- 
side seats were the mayor of Havana 
and the speaker of the Cuban house of 
representatives. 


M. A. Thinkel, of Cleveland, the al- 
ternate referee of the big bout, came in 
a few minutes after the mayor and at 
once began to help <*rftii the final ar- 
rangements. 


By this time a number of soldiers had 
taken up their positions around the 
ring enclosure. As a matter of fact the 
soldiers at this hour seemed to consti- 
tute half of the crowd. 
The ring wfts 
finished shortly before noon. While the 
strongest, it undoubtedly also was the 
crudest ever erected for a world's cham- 
pionship. 


The band in the grand stand enter- 
tained the gathering crowds. The first 
tune it rendered was "By the Beautiful 
Sea," which set the American c&atiifg- 
ent whistling. 


Late arrivals at the arena told of 
many automobile wrecks along the nat 
now road from Havana, but up to noon 
there had 
been 
no 
seriotia accident. 
There was a liberal percentage of wom- 
en among the' spectaton.' Most of them 
occupied box seats and many of them 
were Americans. 


At twenty minutes past twelve it 
was apparent that the fight would not 
start on time, and might not begin un- 
til 1 o'clock. 


Big Gong Arrives. 


Before the ring was completed the 
big gong had arrived and was placed in 
position. 


Bob Vernon o£5cial stake holder and 
timer took his place at the ring side. 
Otto Floto, timer for Willard, and Sam

lat on 
either side of Vernon. 


President Menocal, of Cuba, arrived 
a few minute after iioon and took i* 
seat in a box in front 
of the stand,

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Industry Gaining Impetus. 


Despite disappointments at the tardiness of trade and industria 
revival in the wake of optimistic predictions made during the past 
lew months, there are now at hand some unquestioned indications 
that the business revival is actually on its Av'ay. These have taken 
too, the form of action, which it must be admitted is infinitely to be 
preferred over merely cheerful talk and roseate prophecy. 


Some important industries in the United States have given "ful 
»team ahead'' orders during the past week. Chief among them, per- 
haps, is the United States Steel corporation, which has resumed 
much of its work which was halted by the war depression. There is 
a big renewal of activity in the Pittsburg district, tlie copper indus- 
try in picking up as is evidenced by the advance in wages given 
liichigan miners. Stock exchanges east and west have lifted the r^- 
itrictions placed on trading soon after the war began and are rapid- 
ly getting back to a normal basis. For once the trade prophets ap- 
pear to be pretty well agreed in their forecasts. 


Reports from many sections of the country are showing a much 
better business tone. 
Chicago estimates that during the month of 
March from 15,000 to 20,000 idle men in that district, were given 
Work by the resumption of manufacturing activities, and general 
railroad earnings are again showing an upward tendency. 
While 
the transition has not yet been phenomenal, experts agree that the 
ing point has been reached. 
There is abundant ground for 
that all the optimistic preachments of the past few months are 
to ripen into complete fniition. 


National banks in small Indiana cities and towns, for the most 
part those in which there are no trust companies, are filing requests 
with the federal reserve board for permission to act as trastee, ad- 
ministrator, registrar of stocks and bonds, etc., and to othenvise take 
Up a line of business which has heretofore been almost wholly the 
province of the trust companies. Recent years has brought a mark- 
ed disposition on the part of financial institutions of all kind to be 
pf increasing service to tlie public, and where the ser^aees of a trust 
company are not available to the public, the new departure by the 
national banks will doubtless prove an excellent convenience to the 
public. Under other circumstances, the need for such an innovation 
l^es not appear to be apparent. 


If the police will assiduously continue their campaign against 
illicit rooming houses arid similar questionable resorts, there will be 
snlall need of "investigations*' or "anti-vice crusades" in Fort 
j^ayne by either local organizations or outside experts. 
The knowl-

Havana, April 5.—The Oay of the 
trorld's heavyweight championship fight 
between Jack Johnson and Jess Willaxd 
broke with overcast skies in Ha\-ana and 
m decidedly cool wind blowing iu from 
the sea.

When the syn rose it was behind a 
fplid bank of clouds, but as the day 
advanced blue patches of sky appeared 
bere and there, bringing hope of fine 
weather to the ifighters, to the fight pro- 
moters and to the thousands of men 
who had journeyed to Havana to wit- 
ness the big battle. 


Although the men were not to meet 
till 12:30 o'clock this afternoon, Havana 
Pime, for the heavyweight 
champion 
ihip of the world the early hours of the 
forenoon saw thousands on the wav to 
tjie Marianab race course where the fight 
was staged. 


Neither tjie black champion nor the 
cowboy fighier change over night their 
optimistic 
forecasts o'f the outcome. 
Kach man was sure he would win. John- 
ion said he'was in gopd shape and did 
not care if the fight was a hard one as 
be was "fit to go any distance." Wil- 
iard's backers were certain that their 
man would win if the fight went beyond 
ten rounds, 
Willard himself 
asserted 
that he was not in the least nervous 
over the result. 


The Old Story.

There was evidence that the men 
who committed the crime hud secreted 
themselves In the cellar after catlmj a 
meaJ in the restaurant. At first they had 
tried to cut through the floor under the 
safe but foiled In this attempt by a large 
beam they had gone upstairs after the 
place had closed and rolled the safe Into 
tho cellar.
